The Oeology Museum In the Ad- 
ministration building Ls expected to 
be reopened in the near future, it 
was announced by the curator. Mr 
David M Young. The repairs that 
have been in progress have almost 
been completed and the museum 
has taken on a new appearance 
since It has been plastered, painted 
and the floor sanded. 

All during the time that the re- 
pair work has been going on. new 
collections and materials have been 
added to the museum The De- 
partment of Geology has entered 
into an exchange agreement with 
Dr. Paul Dunn of the Mississippi 
8tate college. Through this agree- 
ment with Doctor Dunn, the mu- 
seum has acquired, as its first ex- 
change, an unusually fine collec- 
tion of Cretaceous fossils. It is 
planned to have these on exhibition 
at the opening of the museum. In 
return for this collection there was 
sent to Doctor Dunn three large 
boxes of Ordovician. Silurian. De- 
vonian and Mlsslsslpplan fossils 
that were found In Kentucky. 

Another exchange was effected 
with Harvard University and a 
piece of the Cynthiana meteorite 
was obtained This meteorite and 
aerolite fell near Cynthiana in 
1877 The museum also has por- 
tions of other 'falls' In Kentucky, 
which Include the Bath Furnace 
and the Cumberland Falls meteor- 
ites. 

Other recent acquisitions Include 
a large polished section of the Ken- 
ton County slderite and the Wil- 
liamstown slderite. These meteor- 
ites were obtained from Ward's Na- 
tural Science Establishment In 
Rochester. New York. 

When the museum Is opened it 
will have on display portions of 
seven of the seventeen meteorite 
falls that have been discovered In 
Kentucky. 

Other new exhibits that have 
been in preparation while the mu- 
seum has been closed for repairs 
include a large collection of petrl- 
ged wood and a suite of fossil wood 
specimens from Nevada showing 
various stages of replacement by 
opal, some of which ls of gem grade. 
Also a collection of fossil plants 
from the West including such fa- 
miliar objects as acorns, leaves and 
winged maple seeds. Mr. Young 
will also have on exhibit a group of 
miniature dinosaur and mammal 
restorations. 

When the museum is again open- 
ed to the public use the two large 
rooms that have heretofore been 
used as offices will be devoted to 
the new
